Cloiinf the Y. M. C. A. Room*. 

To the Editor of The Citizen : 

After the present week the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of Bloom¬ 
field will close its doors and suspend op¬ 
erations Indefinitely. The management 
take this *tep very reluctantly, and only 
after a long and earnest effort to enlist 
the more general support of the com¬ 
munity. Whether the suspension shall 
be permanent or temporary depends on 
how much public spirit there is in 
Bloomfield, especially among members 
of t,he evangelical ebprehes. 

For the past year And a half the entire 
ruhning expenses have been kept at the 
extremely low rate of about two dollars 
per year. The utmost that could be 
dous* with this limited amount was to 
maintain a reading-room and amusement- 
foom, as a Diace of wholesome resort, 
* chiefly for boys from twelve to sixteen 
or eighteen years of age. This was not 
deemed at all the measure of what the 
Association ought to accomplish, but 
simply one of its proper objects and the 
only one which it bad the means to car¬ 
ry out. 

jMow has this investment paid? This 
one room with its cheerful interior, ta¬ 
bles for playing checkers, chess, etc., 
books, magazines and newspapers, and 
a little apparatus for gymnastic prac¬ 
tice, has proved attractive enough to 
draw an average attendance of over for¬ 
ty boys daily during the entire year and 
h half since it was opened. Over three 
hundred individual boys have been en¬ 
rolled among its hhbitual frequenters. 
The fact that so many boys have kept 
qomiug for over a year—the attendance 
on some afternoons and evenings being 
nearly one hundred—is conclusive proof 
that the place with even its scant privi¬ 
leges, supplied a real and lasting want, 
felt by the boys. This room and ita re¬ 
creations have been under the faithful 
and kindly oversight of two students 
from the German Theological Seminary, 
Mr. M. H. Qual aud an assistant. Thoir 
work has been not the less praiseworthy 
because little observed by passers-by., 

Thus at an actual cost to the Asso¬ 
ciation of less than five cents apiece 
dully, an average of forty boys have on 
every day for more than a year, found 
here a welcome place of recreation and 
of companionship with other boys, un¬ 
der a wholesome oversight. 

In estimating the good accomplished, 
it must be remembered that these boys 
are to a very large extent those who, 
without such a lesort open, would be 
found in the streets habitually, if not 
more or less in the saloous aud tn vic¬ 
ious companionship. These aie the 
boys who, if this room is to remain 
closed, must now be told that the Chris¬ 
tian people of Bloomfield do uot think It 
worth while to provide any place of re¬ 
sort for them. 

Within a short time, the Directors of 
the Association will call a meeting of its 
members and all its friends who have 
contributed or are willing to contribute 
to its support to deciae as to the further 
disposition of its affairs. At this meet¬ 
ing a full report will be made as to the 
financial condition of the organization 
and of expenditures uu,account of build¬ 
ing site, by the trustees of the budding 
fund.

j To the Koitoh of The Citizen : 

Sin: it sfems to be recognized that in 
the near future a change of some kind in 
the form of govorumeut of Blooiulleld 
and of our neighbor Montclai will be an 
absolute necessity. As the population 
of the two places increases, and their in¬ 
terests multiply, it is acknowledged 
that the present form of government will 
no longer be adequate. lu Montclair 
the sentiment seems to be strongly in 
favor of a city form of government; iu- 
deed, the papeis of that towu are already 
referring to it as “the city.” The 
same plan has been suggested with re¬ 
gard to Bloomfield. Aud it is a good 
idea too, and one the writer would very 
much like to see consuinmated, with 
a slight modification. 

What objection would there be to the 
two towns uniting forces and becoming 
one city? They are practically one place 
now, and between them have a popula¬ 
tion of certainly 20,000, probably more 
than that. It costs something to ruu a 
city. There would have to be paid of¬ 
ficers at the head of the several depart¬ 
ments—police, street-cleaning, fire, etc.; 
and such officers okMiie high. By consoli¬ 
dating and becoming one tolerably strong 
city, lustead of tw*o struggling infants, 
the expense would be very much lessen¬ 
ed ; indeed, it is doubtful if it would 
cost any more than it does now. 

It seems to the writer tbtft the plau is 
woithy of consideration, and that it 
would result in great benefit to the two 
towns. I am a comparatively new-com¬ 
er in Bloomfield, and would like to hear 
the opinions of some older residents on 
the subject who are better fitted to judge 
of the feasibility of the scheme than I
